CONIFERS AND EVERGREENS.—While you visit the Pan-American Exhibition please inspect our exhibit. 
The following remarks.are by Mr. William Scott, Assistant Superintendent of Floricul ure: 


Evergreens at the Pan-American.—The accompanying illustration shows the Bobbink & Atkins d'splay 
of evergreens at the Pan-American Exposition. One picture shows, to the left, what is known as the Elmwood 
entrance, where the greatest number of people enter the grounds. It was impossible to get the whole of the exh bit 
into one view, as many fine specimen box trees and bays extend along the lawn, both to the right and left. Every- 
thing excepting the sweet bays is planted out, and up to date we have not lost a single plant. The exhibit consists 
of standard and pyramid sweet bays, a large number of finely trimmed box, taxus, blue spruce, and a large assort- 
ment of the choicest evergreens. This collection arrived at Buffalo about May 15, occupying one entire car. The 
weather has been very favorable since, but I think it is rather unusual in handling so many evergreens that not 
one should have turned out a loss.— William Scott, in The Florists’ Exchange.
